408 Canadians Lost 
Their Lives Through This 
Hazard In 1946 


We are a prodigal people, With- 
out turning a hair the Canadian 
people are compelled to admit that, 
last year, fire destroyed property in 
Candda amounting to nearly 50 mil- 
lion dollars, or about .55 per cent. 
more than the losses fivé short years 
And, in the short space of 12 
months, in 1946, 408 Canadians lost 
their lives through fire. Here, in 
stark fact, were 408 tragedies in 
Canadian homes, Yet, year by year, 
we continue, ‘seemingly unperturbed, 
along the path of destruction. Last 
year, for instance, out of 55,400 fires 
in the Dominion, 41,005, or nearly 80 
per cent., were in residential proper- 
ties, Through carelessness, or wan- 
ton disregard of sensible precautions, 
fire destroyed, wholly, or in part, 
residential properties alone uiva- 
lent to what one would find in a city 
of about 200,000‘ people. And this 
at a time of a serious shortage of 
houses for all classes of people in 
Canada, Is there a remedy? 

Organizations spend time and 
money preaching the gospel.of fire 
prevention and illustrate how care- 
lessness can destroy human lives and 
property. Regional insurance under- 
writers’ associations of Board com- 
panies throughout Canada maintain 
rigid inspection services which un- 
doubtedly help to prevent many fires, 
They also impress on the public that 
insurance rates are related to losses. 
Yet our fire losses continue to in- 
crease at an alarming rate — 1946 
figures alone, were nearly 12 per 
cent. higher than -in 1945. The 
remedy, and there is one, lies in our 
own hands. We simply must pay 
more attention to simple rules estab- 
lished for our own protection. In 
other words, day by day, we must. 
all éxercise more care. We must 
stop playing with fire to prevent fire 
if we want to eliminate this national 
disgrace from Canadian yearly re- 
cords, <A little more common sense 
and a little less prodigality will save 
lives and property.
